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Couldn't wait for the ambulance

It could be said that Jon-Luke 
Brian Dee came into the world in a 
breeze, or, a breezeway, at least. 

Friday night, Ornella Dee gave 
birth to her second child, Jon-Luke, 
in the breezeway of the modest 
Shawsheen Avenue home she shares 
with her husband, Jimmy, and their 
16-month-old son Matthew. The 
young couple has lived in Wilming- 
ton for five years. 

Wilmington firefighters Linda 
Giles, David Woods, Gary Robi- 
chaud and Lt. John Brown, re- 
sponding to a 911 emergency call 
from Ornella's brother-in-law Bri- 
an, helped deliver the 6-pound, 
11-ounce baby boy after a labor of 
23 minutes. 

"The fire department was pheno- 
menal. I couldn't have done a better 
job myself. J don't even think the 
hospital could've done a better job," 
Jimmy said, praising the town's new 
911 service - which went on-line a 
week and two days before the birth - 
in the process. "I couldn't be 
happier,” he said, referring to the 
town's service and, of course, to the 
birth of his second son. 

‘Things didn't start off all that easy 
for the Dee's/FPriday, once Jimmy, 
with his pregnant wife's permission, 
headed to the FleetCenter for the 
Boston Celtics season opener against 
the Milwaukee Bucks. 

-At 8:00 that night, Ornella began 
experiencing mild contractions. At 
around 8:30, she said, she called her 
abstetrician, who told her not to 
worry, to monitor the contractions 
and call back if they worsened. The 
doctor's estimate was that the baby 
would probably come sometime 
over that weekend, about a week 
ahead of Ornella's Nov. 9 due date. 

At around 9:00 she paged her 
husband at the FleetCenter and he 
called her. She told him what the 
doctor said and he went back to the 
game. Everything seemed fine. 

Ornella's delivery of Matthew 
took some six hours, which isn't that 
long for labor, but is compared to 
what was in store for her second 
time around. Little Jon-Luke was in 
a hurry. 

"He was determined to come out 
quick," she said. "No long labor for 
him." 

At 10:00 she paged her husband 
again and told him the contractions 
were getting bigger and closer. He 
left the game. 

Meanwhile, Jimmy's brothers, 
Brian, 26, and Kevin, 24, had gone 
from their home in Medford to 
their brother's house in Wilming- 
ton. They were intending to stay 
with Matthew while Jimmy took 
Ornella to Winchester Hospital to 
have the baby. 

But Jon-Luke wasn't waiting for 
daddy. While Jimmy sat in post- 
game North Boston traffic, his 
brothers were loading his wife's 
things into the car. It never got that 
far. At around 10:50 p.m., Ordel- 
la's water broke and she was about 
to have her brothers-in-law drive 
her to the hospital, though she knew 
she wouldn't make it. 

"We're going to have the baby 
here because | don't think I can 
make it to the hospital," she told 
them. 

On the way to the garage, she 
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Ordella Dee cradles her newborn son, Jon-Luke Dee, in the room

collapsed in pain on the breezeway 
floor. 

"I felt the baby coming out," she 
recalled. 

Brian turned to- Kevin and said 
(very calmly one can only assume) 
"CALL 911!" 

Kevin did and within five minutes 
EMTs Giles and Woods, backed up 
by Robichaud and Brown in Engine 
5, were there. 

"It seems like an eternity when 
you're going through it, but they 
got here quick," Ornella reported, 
adding that they immediately 
soothed any apprehensions she had, 
assuring her "we've done this 
before.” 

"They made me feel very 
comfortable," she said. "I pushed 
once, let my body take over and on 
the second push the baby came out.” 

The 911 came in at 11:02. Twelve 
minutes later, Jon-Luke was in the 
world, healthy and on his way to 
Winchester with mom in the Wil- 
mington Fire Department ambu- 
lance. 

When Jimmy arrived home and 
saw the ambulance he drove up on 
his front lawn and rushed to see 
what was happening. Brian stopped 
him. 

"Relax," he told Jimmy, "every- 
thing's fine. She had a boy." Jimmy 
wasn't convinced. Shocked is more 
like it, 
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"What do you mean she had a 
boy?" he asked before joining his 
wife and new baby for the ambu- 
lance ride to Winchester. 

Jon-Luke's middle name came 
from his Uncle Brian, while Kevin 
will serve as Godfather. Mother 
and child spent two days in Win- 
chester Hospital before returning 
home. 

"I never expected it to happen so 
fast," Ornella said. "But everything 
worked out for the best.” 

Jimmy said that he plans on 
bringing Jon-Luke by the fire

Forcing bulbs for an early spring 


by Jackie Leszezak-Stone 

The easiest way (o put some spring 
into the winter months is to begin 
forcing spring bulbs now for indoor 
bloom. Forcing bulbs into blossom 
is really just a way of fooling 
Mother Nature. In the garden bulbs 
need a period of cold, followed by a 
gradual warming, then followed by 
sunny. warmth. Daffodils 
(Narcissus) are a good example. 
They need the rest period of our 
cold winters to bloom. In fact, most 
daffodil varieties cannot survive in 
the southern states. (Warm climates 
do have some draw backs.) 

Among the easiest bulbs to coax 
into bloom are tender bulbs 
including amaryllis and paper white 
narcissus. These bulbs virtually 
bloom on their own, Plant an 
Amaryllis (Hippeastrum) bulb in a 
deep pot, give it some water and 
some direct sunlight in a warm spot 
(70° during the day). In four to five 
weeks you will enjoy spectacular 
blossoms. Some staking may be 
necessary as flower can be top 
heavy. After blooming the foliage 
remains through the summer, The 
plants will go dormant for a month 
or two and then they can be repotted 
for another display. 

Paper whites require the same 
treatment, but they look best planted 
in shallow pots in groups of five or 
more. They require only 60°F 
daytime temperatures and will fill 
your home with fragrance in four 
weeks. Again, be prepared to stake 
them, especially if they are grown 
out of direct sunlight. (Unlike 
amaryllis, paper whites will bloom 
only once...but they are worth it!) 

Hardy bulbs, daffodils, crocus,

tulips and hyacinth really need to be 
fooled into blossom. Crocus can be 
potted in a shallow dish in groups of 
10. Place the pot in a cool garage 
for two weeks then take them into 
the house. They will bloom in just a 
week or two. You can have them all 
winter by continually repeating this 
process. Grape hyacinth and 
hyacinth can be treated in the same 
manner as crocus, but they need 
three to four weeks of cold 
dormancy. Individual hyacinth 
bulbs can also be forced without soil 
in a hyacinth jar filled with water. 
The kids love to watch this unfold. 

Hardy daffodils and tulips require 
five to six weeks of cold dormancy 
They can be potted and left in the 
garage or place the pots in the 
garden protected by a thick layer of 
straw. The straw will insulate them 
and prevent them from freezing. 
After five weeks take them into a 
cool area and then into a brighter, 
warmer location as the flowers 
develop. (Just a hint...I have found 
that dwarf daffodils and early 
and/or dwarf tulips are easier to 
force than large varieties. 

Those who have never tried 
forcing blubs are encouraged to try 
it, just once. 

The growth process will 
mesmerize you and there is no 
better way to beat Jack Frost's 
winter blues.

and Finance Committee held a joint 
public hearing to review and discuss 
the 16 articles slated for the Dec, 4 
Special Town Meeting before going 
their separate ways to vote recom- 
mendations for or against each pro- 
posal. 

Both boards agreed in their re- 
spective recommendations. The 
planning board took up the five 
zoning articles to be presented, 
while the FinCom voted on all 16.

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School boards struggle to keep 
Thanksgiving football game 


by Jeff Nazzaro 

With the reality that this year's 
Thankgiving Day football game 
between Tewksbury and Wilming- 
ton will likely be the last after 60 
years of rivalry, school committee's 
from both towns are trying to 
figure a way to restore the rivalry. 

November 25, the Wilmington 
School Committee voted unani- 
mously to restore the game, sending 
a copy of their resolution to their 
colleagues in Tewksbury. Last 
Wednesday, Tewksbury School 
Committee Member Ed Doherty 
used that resolution as a spriug- 
board to ask Tewksbury High 
School Athletic Director Mickey 
Sullivan two basic questions: why is 
the rivalry ending and what can be 
done to preserve it? 

"| would like to try to get the 
Thanksgiving Day game restored," 
Doherty told Sullivan. "I would 
like to see us play Wilmington. 
What do we do?" 

Sullivan's answer appeared to be 
that nothing can be done about 
playing Wilmington on Thanks- 
giving after this year. He did say he 
has offered to play Wilmington in 
the first game of each season. 

But Doherty, and most residents 
of both towns who have expressed 
opinions on the matter, wants the 
game and wants it on Thanksgiving, 
where its been since 1935 

"Are you saying that you're 
commitment is to play on Thanks- 
giving Day?" Sullivan asked after 
giving notice of his opening day 
offer to Wilmington. 

"I'm saying we're committed for 
60 years," Doherty shot back. 

Last month, MVC athletic direc- 
tors voted 9-1, with Sullivan ab- 
staining, to cancel the Tewksbury- 
Wilmington game after this year. 
According to Sullivan, MVC mem- 
ber schools are obligated constitu- 
tionally to other member schools 
first. 

MVC school Haverhill, which had 
been playing Salem, N.H., has 
wanted a league opponent for 
Thanksgiving since entering the 
MVC. This year they got it, being 
paired with Central Catholic begin- 
ning in 1996. Central had been 
playing Andover, who will now 
hook-up with Tewksbury, leaving 
Wilmington out in the cold 

Wilmington apparently sealed its 
own fate, and that of the rivalry, 
when it petitioned successfully and 
joined the Cape Ann League, start- 
ing this fall. That gave the MVC the 
impetus to shake up its match-ups to 
accommodate Haverhill. 

But Doherty, for one, is not happy 
with the MVC's decision and last 
Wednesday questioned Sullivan 
about his role in the move, particu- 
larly why Sullivan proposed that 


Tewksbury play Andover. 

Sullivan said he basically had no 
choice and offered the proposal to 
“cut the losses," in this case, the loss 
of Wilmington, 

"I thought the next best thing for 
the conference and the community, 
and. my first concern was the 
community, was to [play] Andover, 
which borders us...." Sullivan said. 
"We ended up with a great opponent 
in Andover, which is a similar sized 
community to ours and who is going 
to stay in the MVC.... 

"They had the constitution hang- 
ing over my head saying ‘look it, 
you have an obligation to fill an 
opponent on Thanksgiving and its a 
league opponent and when Wil- 
mington gave up their Merrimack 
Valley Conference status, they put 
us in this spot. 

"So in order to cut the losses, I had 
to come up with something to sell 
the conference because I'm only one 
vote." 

But Doherty said he feels that 
Sullivan should have made strides to 
protect the rivalry, something he 
now wants the committee and 
Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Christine McGrath to take up. 

"How do we work this out so we 
play Wilmington on Thanksgiving 
Day and not Andover and we go 
back to instead of the athletic 
director's making these decisions 
for the whole community, like [in] 
Tewksbury, for all of the people to 
be heard?" Doherty asked. "People 
do not want to be playing Andover, 
they want to continue with the 
Tewksbury-Wilmington tradition 
What do we do to solve this 
problem, other than just say, Jeez, 
the nine athletic directors say we 
have to do it this way?" 

The committee voted unanimously 
to try to maintain the Thanksgiving 
game with Wilmington. McGrath, 
at the committee's request will 
attend the Dec. 7 meeting of the 
MVC in an effort to find a solution. 
In the meantime, McGrath said, she 
will be contacting other superin- 
tendents of MVC school systems 
while TMHS principal William 
McGuirk will query his colleagues 
and committee members will talk to 
school committee members from 
other communities. 

With full backing of his own 
board, Doherty is adamant about 
finding a way to keep the Tewks- 
bury-Wilmington football tradition 
alive. 

"I don't like telling people in this 
community ... 'that's it, they said we 
can't do it,’ Doherty said. "That's 
not the way things work. Certainly 
not if things have been going on for 
60 years. It's not the right thing to 
do. And | don't believe that this 
can't be resolved."

Larz commanded the SS Chanute Victory 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 

It was just about SO years ago that 
this writer took over command of 
the SS Chanute Victory. A new type 
vessel, it was over 450 feet long and 
capable of speed of 16 1/2 knots 
The ship was berthed in New York, 
west side. 

During the greater part of World 
War II this writer had commanded 
ships of the Liberty class. The first 
vessel had been the Daniel Boone, 
loaded with 7975.1 tons of 
ammunition. It was this writer's 
luck to cross the Atlantic, for the 
invasion of Africa alone, 
unescorted 

Later the writer took the Daniel 
Boone to the Persian Gulf, loaded 
with military stores for Russia 
Those stores were previously being 
shipped to Murmansk, but too many 
of those ships were hit by German 
submarines The Daniel Boone 
loaded in Philadelphia, at a pier 
where the ships for Murmansk had 
been loading, and superintendent, 
Capt. Kelly wished me good luck as 
I backed the Daniel Boone out of the 
slip. 

I told him I would be okay. Capt. 
Kelly did not know about the new 
orders, to go to the Persian Gulf. It 
was the longest voyage of my life, 
19,000 miles. 

Anyway, a few years later, just 
about the time of VJ Day, I brought 
the SS Benjamin Goodhue into New 
York. | was informed that | would 
be taking command of the Chanute 
Victory. The Goodhue had been 
under my command for over two 
years, mostly in the Mediterranean 
Sea. 

The Chanute Victory was geared 
to carry 1800 military troops, but 


~ for this voyage the passenger list 


was about 400, of which about 75 
percent were French speaking, 
French people or Swiss. They had 
been detained in New York during 
the warfare. 

A Captain Clogston was on board 
when I boarded the Chanute 
Victory. He was the son of a man 
who had been a baker in the 
Tewksbury Hospital. Captain 
Clogston informed me: 1) a large 
number of the French and Swiss 
Passengers were unable to speak 
English, and 2) the U.S. Coast 
Guard had just delayed the 
departure of the Chanute Victory 
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until there was another lifeboat on 
board. 

I had to tell the passengers. 
Fortunately French is a language 
with which this writer has no 
difficulty. The passengers were told 
to assemble, and the message 
delivered: There would be a delay 
of about two hours. 

The new lifeboat arrived, and 
about || p.m. the Chanute Victory 
departed from the pier at which it 
was docked. 

It was a pleasure to command a 
ship capable of doing 16 1/2 knots 
instead of the 10 1/2 knots of the 
Liberty ships. Instead of a voyage of 
18-20 days across the Atlantic, it 
could be accomplished in about 10. 

It was also a pleasure to have 
French people as guests. The captain 
had some of them at my table for 
dinner every day. The first port of 
call was Plymouth, England, where 
about 25 percent of the passengers 
disembarked. 


Then to LeHavre, in France. The 
writer was to see that port many 
times in the ensuing months. 
LeHavre was the place to which the 
Yankee soldier were sent to 
assemble at three camps: |. Camp 
Lucky Strike, 2. Camp Chesterfield, 
3. Camp Camel, before boarding a 
transport to New York. 

The Chanute Victory generally 
departed about four hours after 
arrival. The orders to the captain 
said that he was to notify New York, 
within one hour of the day and the 
hour he would dock at Pier 5, State 
Island, New York: This was always 
done. 

Frequently the Chanute Victory 
took German prisoners on the 
return voyage to Europe, about 
800. There were American military 
police to guard them. The Army 
was taking no chances. 

Those Germans thought they were 
going home, but they had another

Due to the continuing uncertainty 
of the Federal Appropriation 
process, the official Fuel program 
benefit period has been delayed 
until November 15. This means that 
no deliveries or 
commitments may be authorized 
until that date.

The design is being funded by the 
Wilmington Redevelopment Auth- 
ority, while the Federal Highway 
Administration and MassHighway 
will pick up construction costs, con- 
tributing 80 and 20 percent, respec- 
tively. The project is expected to 
cost $1.2 million. 

With input from the public hear- 
ing, Fay, Spofford & Thorndike 
expects to have 100 percent plans 
drawn up by the spring of 1996. 
Construction is slated to begin that 
fall and be completed, within 12 
months. 

Current plans include: 

* Widening of Route 38 to four 
11-foot travel lanes with 2-foot 
shoulders between Richmond Street 
(Route 129) and Clark Street, 
tapering to two 11-foot travel lanes 
with 8-foot shoulders south of Clark 
Street to Middlesex Avenue. 

* Placing a signal at the Route 
38-Clark Street intersection, while 
widening the Clark Street approach 
to provide an exclusive right turn 
lane.

Wilmington Plaza entrances into 
one centrally located, signalized 
driveway, offering access to the 
former Wilmington Ford site from

Let the games begin

The weather has turned cooler. 
Good news, right on time. 

That little nip in the air brings on 
many changes, if you haven't yet 
noticed., The bird feeder is busier 
than a men's room at Fenway in the 
top of the eighth, but only if the 
birds can shove their way past the 
fat squirrels that are getting fatter. 

More important for deer hunters, 
the chill kicks off the complex but 
predictable (sort of) ritual of deer 
breeding, or the "rutting" season. 

Deer are territorial, and when it's 
high time for reproduction, bucks 
don't wany any other bucks around. 
Does will come and go, because it's 
a seller's market for them. Bucks 
are the buyers, and the competition 
is fierce, 


First, a buck needs to polish up 
his antlers. 

Unlike horns, which grow over 
the years, antlers are deciduous and 
fall off every winter, New antlers 
appear in the summer, starting as a 
pulpy mass covered in a fuzzy layer 
of tissue and blood vessels known as 
velvet. 

By now, the antlers are firm and 
the velvet has fallen off. The buck 
chooses a tree, then rub the antlers 
against the tree to scrape off the last 
bits of velvet. I'm convinced the 
size of the tree correlates to the size 
of the buck. Thumb-thick saplings, 
in my experience, means a spike or 
a forkhorn buck. No biggie. But if 
the tree is as thick as your wrist, to 
me it indicates there's a monster in 
the area. I also suspect that the size 
of the tree is a subtle warning to 
other bucks. Big Boy -- Watch out. 

Next, the buck wants to secure his 
territory. That means chasing off 

any other bucks in the area. You! 
Outta here! Now! 

Oh yeah? Sez who? 

Well, that snaps it. A challenger, 
and a cocky one at that!

The two bucks lower their heads 
and charge, smashing their antlers 
together. (Broken antlers are a sure 
sign of a battlle-scarretl buck.) The 
warriors push and twist their necks 
and shift from side to side, in a 
battle of raw muscle. After a long 
few seconds they both take a.s:2p 
back and stare again, Had enough? 
No!? Then try THIS! 

The battle rages on until one buck 
decides he's had enough. The loser 

is chased away, and the winner gets 
to keep all the territory, and all the

That's how the game is played. By 
midwinter, all the does will be thick 
with fawn, the buck's antlers have 
fallen off, and there is quiet in the 
woods again. 

Hunters must try to understand 
the whole fabric of deer behavior 
during this curious time of year, or 
take their chances with sheer luck. 
Humans, being a bit smarter than 
deer, gain an edge with knowlege. 

A buck following a hot scent trail 
can be pretty stupid. He's got one 
thing on his mind, and he might not 
be paying close enough attention to 
his surroundings. Use it. Ignore a 
doe and you may miss the buck who 
follows close behind. 

A tree rub is often found near the 
buck's bedding area. He spends the 
night prowling and sleeps during 
the day, unless he's on a hot scent. 
Pick your spot close to a good tree 
tub and wait, 

A buck may, or may not, visit his 
scent markers. Set up an ambush in 
sight of a scrape then sit quietly and 
hope for the best. He might come 
by, or he might be in Minnesota in 
search of a buck he can finally beat. 

As always, the best times to be out 
during deer season are at dawn and 
dusk, when the deer are moving to 
and from their beds.

We can thank W. D. Richter 
for a screenplay filled with real- 
istic dialogue and characters. 
Bancroft and Durning may still 
talk to their kids as if they are 
young children, but they do so 
with affection. When Stevenson, 
as the one daughter who 
remained in their hometown, 
has her chance to finally blow 
off steam, it is patently clear 
why she is so resentful and 
angry. Even a brief exchange 
between Hunter and her sad 
sack of an ex-boyfriend, David 
Strathairn, is rift with emotion 
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and humor, though it lasts only 
a few minutes. 

Perhaps the best aspect of 
this flick is that Foster subtly 
hands us information about each 
clan member. Some of their 
strangeness and hostility is 
humorous and some of it is 
touching, but she makes sure 
none of it is beyond the pale. 
Foster also culled very strong 
performances from her cast, 
especially Hunter. Instead of 
being indomitable or adorable, 
as we've seen her is in the past, 
Hunter is kind of worn out and 
sweet, a combination that suits 
this ensemble film. Though 
Bancroft, and Dylan McDermott 
as Downey’s friend, are both 
stand-outs, it is Durning who is 
the surprise here. It is he who 
quietly, lovingly puts everything 
into perspective for Hunter 
before she goes home. It’s a 
wonderful little scene in a film 
chock full of silly, meaningful, 
and even uncomfortable 
moments that underscore the 
universality of family problems.

Q: We have hot-water 
baseboard heat and we get a 
constant knocking at both ends 
of the baseboard units when 
the heat is coming up and also 
when ‘it’s going down. Our 
housé has upper and lower 
levels and a two-level heating 
system. 

A: All piping materials ex- 
pand and contract with 
temperature changes. A 50-foot 
length of copper pipe, any 
diameter, will expand in length 
more than one-half inch when 
the water inside is raised from 
70 F to 170 F (typical for a 
baseboard heater). This expan- 
sion can train joints and cause 
leaks. It can also make ele- 
ments bind against radiator 
covers and jam risers against 
floorholes, causing noise. Even 
when provisions are made dur- 
ing installation to absorb this 
expansion, some noise may 
still come from the baseboard 
units. 

The noise is probably caused 
by the heat distribution pipes 
or connecting fins rubbing on 
their support brackets as the 
pipes expand when the heat is 
coming up and as they contract 
when the heat is going down. 

This noise can usually be 
eliminated or reduced by  in- 
serting ‘foam-rubber pads be- 
tween the baseboard support 
brackets and the connector fins 
or distribution pipe, whichever 


eaves and valleys can also help 
but ice dams may form farther 
up the roof. 


Q: I recently moved to a 
newer house and found that the 
basement was damp. I was 
able to dry things out by run- 
ning a dehumidifier for a few 
days. The problem I have is 
that mold keeps forming on the 
floor. How can I clean off this 
mildew and prevent it from 
forming again? 

A: Mold and mildew spores 
are always present in the air 
and thrive in damp locations. A 
mold buildup is not very un- 
usual in a new house due to the 
initial high moisture content of 


the building materials, which 
eventually dry out. To ‘address 
your problem, clean mold and 
mildew from concrete and tiled 
floors and walls with a solution 
of one-half to 1 cup of 
household bleach to 1 gallon of 
water. Rinse with clear water 
then dry. Wear gloves and 
avoid skin contact while clean- 
ing. Also, keep the 
dehumidifier running to reduce 
further moisture buildup.

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Father a liver donor 


Fundraisers to save Jacob's life 


Jacob Scott Greenberg, son 
of Robin and Robert Greenberg 
of Malden, is in need of a liver 
transplant. Jacob is just 13 
months old and a number of 
fundraising projects are planned 
this month to aid in the cost. 
They include: November 12, 
Bowl-A-Thon, Town Line 
Bowling, 1:00 pm to 4:00 pm; 
November 17, Jacob Night at 
Dockside Restaurant, 229 Centre 
Street, Malden, 7:00, pm; 
November 20, Benefit 
Fundraiser Dinner at Anthony’s, 
105 Canal Street, Malden, 7:00 
pm. 
When Jacob was eight weeks 
old, he was admitted to 
Children’s Hospital in Boston 
with a distended belly. He spent 
two months in the hospital, 
approximately two weeks were 
spent in the Intensive Card Unit, 
as Jacob was in liver failure. 
Jacob was born with a rare 
metabolic disorder called 
Tyrosinemia. Tyrosinemia is 
caused by a deficiency of an 
enzyme; (predominantly in the 
liver) needed for the proper 
break down of protein. Absence 
of this enzyme allows the 
buildup of toxic products which 
damage several organs, causing 
signs and symptoms like liver 
failure, kidney failure, rickets, 
and eventually liver cancer. 
Nearly 100% of all children 
develop liver cancer at or about 
the age of two. 

At this point, the standard 
treatment for Tyrosinemia is 
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JACOB SCOTT GREENBERG, 
son of Robin and Robert 
Greenberg of Malden, 
awaits a liver transplant. 


dietary treatment with a special 
low-protein diet. Although this 
may stabilize the disease it is 
never proven to prevent liver 
cancer. 

Recently in Sweden, a group 
at Gothenburg University began 
studying an experimental medi- 
cine to prevent the accumulation 
of succinylacetone (toxic prod- 
ucts.) The medicine is called 
N.T.B.C. 

There have been no signifi- 
cant side effects at this point, 
and the medication is taken 
orally twice a day. Because 
N.T.B.C. is an experimental 
drug, there may be additional 
risks which are unknown at this 
time. 

Jacob's parents signed all the 
papers for the experimental 
medicine and started Jacob on 
N.T.B.C. when he was just 10 
weeks old. They had to do some- 
thing to save his life, as he was 
in liver failure, Jacob is also on 
a special formula, low in pro- 
tein, that his parents measure 
by grams and make for him 
every day. 

Jacob is on a very restricted 
diet. He is only allowed 9 grams 
of protein, through food, a day. 
His parents must keep a daily 
chart of his protein intake They 
also make him his own bread, 


cookies, and cakes from low pro- 
tein ingredients, which have to 
be specially ordered. 

Jacob has been waiting for a 
cadaver liver in the Boston area 
for six months now. His parents 
were told the average wait in 
Boston is | to | 1/2 years for a 
patient who is at home under a 
doctor’s care. 

Jacob is under the care of 
Doctor Mark Korson, metabo- 
lism, and Doctor Alan Leichtner, 
GI Services, at Children’s 
Hospital in Boston, He is also 
under the care of his own pedia- 
trician, Doctor Peter Masucci of 
Everett. 

His parents recently heard of 
a fairly new procedure called 
Living-Related Liver Trans- 
plantation. It entails a relative 
of the patient, generally a par- 
ent with the same blood type as 
the patient, donating a piece of 
their liver. The liver is the only 
internal organ that can regener- 
ate, it will grow back on the 
donor and it will grow along 
with the patient. 


Knowing the severity of the 
high risk of liver cancer and the 
long wait for a cadaver liver, 
Robin and Bob feel that they 
have no option but to go with the 
Living-Related Liver Trans- 
plantation. 

In February, Bob is going to 
donate a portion of his liver to 
save his son. They have been in 
touch with Doctor Jean Emond, 
in San Francisco, who has been 
very successful with this type of 
procedure. The procedure will 
be done at the University of 
California in San Francisco. 

They plan on February for 
two reasons. One, Bob will 
receive his vacation time from 
work at the U.S. Post Office in 
Chelsea, as that is needed to 
maintain their insurance cover- 
age. The second reason is that 
Bob will be in top shape for this 
delicate surgery. They have no 
idea how long they will be in 
San Francisco as everything 
depends on how soon the doctors 
will release Bob and Jacob.
